Send you incloſed the Addreſſe of this County, juſt as it is deſired to be Printed, to avoyd ſurreptitious Copies, which I leave to 
your care to be done, with all ſpeed poſſible; and that we may have ſome Copies ſent down by this Bearer my Servant. I ſuppoſe 
the ſale of it will abundantly pay che Printing. And it had ſo good a Reception, that I would not for any Money we had been 
negleAfullin it. The Parliament Commiſſioners were mightily diſpleaſed with it, and the Ciry Commiſſioners. as ;well ſatisfied ; 
unto whom there has been given a Copy of our Addreſſe, and a Letter alſo ſent to the Common-Gouncil, My Lord Generall being 
adviſed aforehand by —<—— not to receive any Addreſſe, told him, . He would conſider ; But when the Gentlemen came, he received it; 
and not opening the Paper, told them, He wnderffood the ſcop: of it was to bave the Parliament filled, which he had intelligence the Parliament 
would conſent to, and ſo boped their deſires would be anſwered. He told us ; He would endeavour tohave the Parliament filed, and ſtt without interruption, 
gave thanks to the Gentlemen of the County, for their kindneſſe, and took notice how great Obligation he had to the Gentlemen of the 
North ; and ſaid, He would ſupport both the Minifters and Gentry, Some Preſents of Veniſon and Wine were very acceptable to him : As likewiſe 
the appearance of the Gentry, who met him with about 3oo Horſe, I wiſh chat as many perſons of quality as can, would meet and wait on 
him at Barnet, where his generall Rendezvouze will be on Monday next: Andif you hear of any ſurprize that may be offered from the 
Army at London, and SeQaries, it will be very acceptable to give him noticeof ſuch Deſigns and motions : Though indeed the Generall is 
cautious enough both of his Perſon and his Army ; for when one of the Parliaments Commiſſioners preſſed him to come to London with one

it abſolutely unſafe to goe without bis Army ; which conſiſteth of 5600 Foot, and 2000 Horſe, all well appointed. I am confident, he will 
maintain whatſoever the Houſe will do when it is filled vp; and I believe will be agaioRt the preſſing an Engagement.

Whereas every Free-born Subje& of Englaud is ſuppoſed to be preſent in Parliament, by the Knights or Burgeſſes of the 


place where he liveth, and thereby is preſumed to conſent to all things thar paſſe in Parliament : So it is now, that there is 


notone Knight for all the Countics in Wales, nor for divers Counties of Z»z/and, and ſome of them the largeſt in England,, 
as that of Tork-ſhire, andfor this County, and the Burroughs but Two-of Nine, 


I, Therefore we deſire, That all vacant places may be ſupplyed, whether they became wacant by Death or Secluſion, and 
that thoſe that were ſecluded by Force in the Tear 1648, may ſit again : And that no previous Oath or Engagement may be pur. 
pon any that i choſen by his Conntrey, toſit and Yote freely in Parliament, 5 


I 1. That no Free-born Subjeit of England may have any Taxes levyed upon him without his conſent in Parliament. 


III. That the Fundamentall Lawes of England, the- Priviledges of Parliament, the Liberty of the Subje&, the Propriety of 


Goods, may be aſſerted and defended according 10 the firſt Declarations of the Parliament, when they undertook the Warre, 


IV. That the true Proteſtant Religion may be profeſſ, ed and defended, all Hereſies and Schiſms diſcountenanced and ſuppreſſed; | 
A lawfull ſucceſſion of godly and able Miniſters, continued, andencouraged, and the two Univerſities, and all: Colledges in both 
of them. preſerved and countenanced. | 


V. That all the Souldiery that will acquieſce in the judgment of a Free and Full Parliament, in the promoting and ſetling 4” 


happy Peace upon theſe Foundations, may have their Arrears paid ; and as many of them as the Parliament ſhall think neceſſary, 


may be continued in the Publick Service: And that as many of them as have been Purchaſers of Lands from the Parljament,, 


way either enjoy their Bargains, or their Money paid' back with Intereſt, and ſome conſiderable advantage aver and above, as. 
the Parliament ſhall judge may be more expedient to the guod of the Nation.
